Topeka, Kas., Aug. 31.—[Special,]—All Kan- 
sas gradually is_getting white hot over the 
brutal utterances of members of Quantrell’s 
guarrilla band, who met at Independence, Mo., 
three days ago.

150 Miles North and South. 


AUSTRIA ALSO IS INVADED. 


Use of River Water Barred and Grain 
Trafiic May Be Stopped. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

BERLIN, Aug. 31.—The rapid spread of 
cholera in Germany is causing alarm. Five 
days ago there were only two localities in- 
fected. Today there are thirty-four cases in 
twelve localities extending from the Baltic 
sea 150 miles south to the river Warthe. 

The disease has appeared in Hamburg, 
where a Russian immigrant died. The pub- 
lic is apprehensive, remembering the deadly 
spread of the plague in 1892-’'93 when it is 
estimated 800,000 Russians died and thou- 
sands perished throughout the German em- 
pire. 
- The Prussian government is keenly aware 
of the possibilities.of the danger. A commit- 
tee of the cabinet has the direction of the 
preventive measures. 


Send Specialists to Stricken Districts. 

Numerous bacteriologists have been sent 
into the infected districts to assist in the 
surveillance of persons who have contracted 
cholera. ~Cautionary notices are published in 
all the towns and villages within the affected 
area. 

In Einlaye, West Prussia, a quarantine has 
been declared against boats and fishermen 
from Russia. 

Near Landsberg two deaths from cholera 
have occurred among the river men in a 
village on the Warthe and the Netze.

Feet Above Gaping Crowd, 


MAY HAVE BEEN A SUICIDE. 


Undertakers Recover Less than One- 
tenth of Balloonist’s Body. 


Greenville, O., Aug. 31.—[Special. ]—Prof. 
Baldwin, the aeronaut, was blown to pleees 
and his mangled flesh spattered over a square 
mile of territory while floating in the air 2,000 
feet above the heads of the 25,000 persons 
who visited the county fair this afternoon, 

There is a possibility that Prof. Baldwin's 
death was a suicide. A few days ago a spec- 
tator at a balloon ascension in Illinois 
grabbed the bar just as the balloon rose into 
the air. Despite the efforts of the balloonist 
to break his grasp, the man held on until he 
Was sure he would be killed if he dropped. 
Then he let go and was dashed to death. 

It i@ hinted that this was a cue to Prof. 
Baldwin. Fhe professor’s brother died in pov 
erty in San Antonio, and the news of his 
death reached the professor just before he 
went up. It is possible he then determined 


to kill himself in midair. 
Baldwin has been one of the star attrac- 


tions at county fairs in Ohio and Indiana this 
summer. He hada splendid balloon, was a 
fearless performer, and added a thrilling 
finale to his aerial flights by pyrotechnic 
displays. 

Just before he started his earthward trip 
after every ascension, he would let off 
twenty-five or thirty pounds of powder and 
dynamite in the shape of rockets and bombs. 
And it was this spectacular touch that 
caused his death.

Turk Dominates the Meeting. 

When tae lodgercom where the mecting 
was held was’ filled, a tall man ‘with vivid 
red hair and a mustache and piercing eyes 
mounted the platform. Not more than five or 
six persons knew who he was agd-none had 
the nerve to ask, but it was learned later, 
that he was Turk. Higgins, who also looked 
like an ex-policeman, guarded the door and 
would not let any more pérsons inside, 

“T want to inquire,”” began Turk, sternly, 
“if there are any newspaper men here. If 
they are they had better get out, while they 
have time. We don’t want no notoriety. If 
ahy of you know of any reporters here, please 
boint ‘em out, as it will save trouble later.”’ 

All the deputies looked around. Turk asked 
three or four innocent appearing persons if 

¥ were newspaper men. They hastened? 
deny it and looked most scared to death. 

“J don’t want no stool pfgeons here, 
neither,’ continued Turk, looking as flerce 
as he could. “ If there are any deputies here 
from private agencies I warn you that you 
had better leave. ‘The action we are about 
to take is for our own benefit and not for 
private detectives.’ 


Explains Object of Meeting. 

After all suspicious characters had been 
shooed away Mr. Turk explained: 

“This here meeting has been called be- 
cause we believé that deputy sheriffs and 
special strike policemen, like those who were 
etnployed during the teamsters’ strike, are 


_ entitled to more than $2.50 a day. 


**T’ve had a good deal todo with employers 
and unions, and I've got the strdight tip 
that th@re’ll be men wanted inside ten days. 
Never mind where I goton to this. I know. 

“All of you know: what the detective and 
employment .agencies get for furnishing 
guards during a strike. They get from $5 
to $6 a day, and half the time there’s another 
rakeoff for expenses. Now, there ain’t no 
reason why we can’t get that money. We 
can if we organize. Yesterday several of us. 
held a meeting in an alley near the Chamber 
of Commerce building, and we decided that 
what we needed wasa union. I want it un-, 
derstood that there ain't goin’ to be no cap- 
tains or lieutenants to get more wages than 
the rest of us. We all want the same wages 
—$5 or $6 a day—and if we all get together 
and plug for it we are going to get it.”" 


Union Officers Are Elected, 

Turk went on to say that it would be just 
as well to elect some officers. He sald he 
was not looking for anything hitmself—O, no 
—he merely wanted to see fairness. 

Some of the strikebreakers, who had never 
heard of “ slates,”” began to nominate per- 
sons indiscriminately, and there was a fine 
disregard for parliamentary practice until 
those who were nominated, being “put 
wise’ to the union scheme, withdrew, Then 
some one nominated Turk for president, and 
he drew a long sigh of relief.

Even Secretary Shaw..splendid political 
leader as he is, cannot concentrate upon him- 
self the anti-Cummins strength. He is a 
standpatter by nature and more particularly 
because Gov, Cummins is a revisionist. 


Rebates the Paramount Issue. 


Tariff, however, is hardly likely to ‘be an 
issue in the party for some years to come, 
The secretary of the treasury is inclined 
to take the railroad side,of the rate situa- 
tion, not because he is anything of a mo- 
nopolist, but because his training has been 
such as to make him look at the situation 
from a lawyer's standpoint. 

Goy. Cummins, on the other hand, togeth- 
er with Gov. La Follette of Wisconsin, rep- 
resents the most intense devotion to the rail- 
road rate regulation idea, He has made 
several visits to Washington to consult 
with President Roosevelt, and on this issue 
it is probable that he has¢he people of Iowa 
close behind him. 

If it comes to a point where it will be nec- 
essary to take sides, and if the secretary of 
the treasury should opose the railroad rate 
regulation scheme, he certainly would be 
beaten in Iowa. It is not at all likely, how- 
ever, that the two factions in Iowa will split 
over a thing about which the great mass 
of the party is completely agreed. 

There will be aefight, of course, but it is 
to be between Mr. Shaw as a representative 
of the anti-Cummins crowd and the gov- 
ernor himself.. 

As previously has been explained, the de- 
votion of the Cummins faction in Iowa poli- 
tics almost passes belief. The governor has 
behind him thousands of the best kind of 
men and women who actually fgll down and 
worship him almost regardless of any po- 
sition he may take on a question of political 
policy. He personally can control more 
votes in the state, beyond all doubt, than 
the secretary of the treasury or either of 
the two senators, and for this reason, if for 
no other, the next state convention is al- 
most certain to be a record breaker. 


Quarrel Elimindtes Iowa. 


The chances are that the railroad rate bill 
will be passed at the next session of con- 
gress in spite of the opposition of the senate. 
This will strengthen Mr. Cummins’ position 
and he will be able to go before the people 
and fairly claim credit for initiating the 
agitation, because it is a matter of history 
that he and La Follette were among the 
original, members- of the Interstate Com- 
merce Law association which brought the 
first pressure to bear and which first induced 
the president to take up the agitation. 

Secretary Shaw is much better known 
throughout the country than Gov. Cummins. 
He has made good campaign speeches from 
ocean t6 ocean and has been particulariy 
successful in talking to country audiences. 
He has a vein of humor,all his own, and has 
proved a glowing card on the stump. 

If it came to a question of getting dele-

Janitors and Those Whe Cared for the 

Old Building Will Not Be Needed 
} 

While It Is Being Reconstructed 
and Are Let Out—100 Persons At.‘ 
fected—Their Wages Are $77,204 « 
‘Year—Sheriff Barrett Complains of 
New Quarters, 


An order issued yesterday 7 President 
E. J. Brundage of the county board will 
bring dismay to most of the employés of the 
old county building. They are to be dis- 
charged. 

More than 100 employés will be affected 
and $77,204 a year will be saved to the coun- 
ty. The janitors, watchmen, elevator men, 
scrubwomen, and others will be let out be- 
cause their services will not be needed while 
the courthouse is being rebuilt, 

Six janitresses, two watchmen, twe ele- 
vator men, and one elevator starter will be 
retained for duty in buildings where the civil 
courts are located. Mr. Brundage decided 
on this after some correspondence with 
Sheriff Barrett. 


Sheriff Reports Complaints. 

Complaint has been made to Sheriff Barrett 
regarding the janitor service in the Fort 
Dearborn building. It was éaid that the 
floors were scrubbed not oftener than twice 
a week. In a letter ta President Brundage 
on this subject, Sheriff Barrett also added 
that the management of the building would 
not care for ice water which usually is placed 
in the court rooms. 

The sheriff declared that this also applied 
to the Monadnock building, to the top floor of 
Malloy building, and to the Imperial build- 
ing, in which various county offices are lo- 
cated. 


Reply of President Brundage. 


In reply to these communications President 
Brundage wrote to the sheriff that if the 
janitor service in. buildings complained’ of 
should prove to be inefficient, that would be 
sufficient ground for a cancéllation of the 
lease. 

The president then acceded to the request 
for janitresses to dust the courtrooms, and 
will use one janitress on each floor of build- 
ings where courts are located. Mr. Brundage 
declared, however, that he sees no necessity 
for employing watchmen in a “ steel, fire- 
proof building,”’ which is already so pro- 
vided. 


TAMAGNO, THE TENOR, IS DEAD. 


Italian Singer Expires at His Home ip 
Varese—Well Known in 
America. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

VARESE, Italy; Aug. 31.—Francesco Ta: 
magno, the celebrated tenor singer, died at 
his home here today. 

He was born in Turin about fifty-six years 
ago. His father was a manufacturer of min- 
eral waters. Francesco and his brother, 
a baritone, were members of a choral society 
of workingmen who gave concerts every 
evening in the streets, 

The young ténor’s voice attracted thé at- 
tention of the conductor and composer, Sig. 
Dalbezio, who supplied funds’ for his mu- 
sical education. For three years Tamango 
studied and at the end of that time he made 
his début in his native city and was at once 
successful. 

In 1873 he appeared for the first time in 
“Un Ballosin Maschera” at Palermo, and 
subsequently sang with success in Spain. 
Five years later he sang in Gomez’s’* I 
Guarany " at La Scala, and later delighted 
Milan audiences in “‘I Puritani.’’) His great- 
est artistic financial successes, however,were 
‘made during his five years’ stay in South 
America under the management of Ferrari. 

Afterwards, when the Italian national ex- 
position opened at Turin, Verdi, who had not 
finished ‘‘ Otello,”” heard Tamango sing and 
engaged him to créate the title réle in. the 
new opera. 

In 1890 he went to America for a short 
spring season under the management of the 
late Henry BE. Abbey, appearing on alternate 
nights with Adelina Patti. 

Sig. Tamango was cast in the mold of the 
heroic tenor. He was as manly and brawny 
in appearance as the Wagnerian tenor of the 
purest Teutonic blood, but the timbre of his 
voice and his vocal art were ItaHan. 


OBITUARY. 


JESSE B. CALDWELL, who died a week 
ago in Palmyra, Wis., will be taken to Wash- 
ington for burial. Mr. Caldwell was an aid 
in the department of the chief quartermas- 
ter of the army in Chicago. Funeral sery- 
ices were held at his late residence, ‘1421 East- 
wood avenue. 

JACOB MUELLER, at one time Heutenant 
governor of Ohio and consul general to 
Frankfort-on-the-Main under President 
Cleveland's first administration, died at 
Cleveland, O., aged 88 years.

CHARLES DEWEY, the only surviving 
brother of Admiral Dewey, died at his home 
at Montpelier, Vt. He was 79 years of age.

193, but it eh ge this year to fourth place 
with 467. M of the southern’ states report 
but few accidents from any source. 

Tetanus occurred in twenty-three @iffer- 
ent states, or in two more than. last year, 
but in seven less in 1908. The states having 
the largest number of casés were: Hlimois, 
290; Wisconsin, 13; Pennsylvania, 12;: and 
Michigan, 9; Wisconsin had more cases this 
year than either of the other years, and 
Tillinois had five morecases than were report- 
ed last year. 

In an editorial the editor of the Journal 
exhorts the medical profession and the press 
to continue the agitation against the “ idotic 
methods of celebrating our national anni- 
versary.”’

tated just a an instant. She would have 
beén perfectly justified in beckoning to one 
of her. husband's aids de camp, in fact, to 
any of the officers present on the other side 
of the barrier, to step forward, to raise the 
handkerchief from the ground. Instead she 
bent, and with a stately and inimitable grace, 
Taised the handkerchief and handed it’ to 
the duchess, who acknowledged the courtesy 
with a barely perceptible nod. 

That the dropping of the handkerchief 
was anything else but intentional, no one 
present was willing to believe. in fact, the 
matter was openly cussed by the English 
visitors present as haying been planned be- 
forehand and as having been designed to 
show to the rulers, thé princes, and the peo- 
ple of India that Lady Curzon, although she 
might be the wife of the viceroy, was, after 
all, an inferior personage to a royal duchess 
—@ princess, not only of Great Britain but 
also of Prussia. The English women present 
rejoiced at what they were pleased ‘to. de- 
scribe as “ the lesson.’ thug publicly given 
by the duchess to Lady Curzon, But there 
were many of the men witnessing the inci- 
dent who did not hesitate to asgert that the 
one who had really shown herself the 
“grande dame’ and the well bred woman 
in the affair was not the princess of the

Lady Curzon has never entirély recovered 
from the. effects of her grave illness of a 
year ago, and is still more or less of an in- 
valid, and Lord Curzon himself is a sick 
man. Neither .of them. feels able either 
physically or morally to go through another 
series of such experiences as fell to their 
share at the time of the durbar. The princess 
of Wales is infinitely more assertive of her 
rank and far more jealous of her preroga- 
tives than the duchess of Connaught and 
there is no doubt that had the Curzons re- 
mained the unpleasantness of the durbar 
in connection with .the relative rank of the 
viceroy and his consort and of the royal 
visitors would have been intensified a hun- 
dred fold:. Moreover, there are a large num- 
ber of people going out from England to 
India this winter to take part in the festivi- 
ties in honor of the royal visit, and for Lord 
and Lady Curzon the affair would have 
been merely a greatly aggravated repetition 
of all the annoyances, vexations, and trials 
of the durbar. That is why Lord Curzon has 
insisted on resigning at this juncture. 

It is a pity that he did not resign at the 
end of his term when - he came to England 
about. sixteen months ago. His reputation 
as one of the great viceroys of India would 
have been far greater. But still he remains, 
all things considered, a grand administrator, 
and if he is successful in recovering his 
health, it is more than probable that we shall 
see him one of these days prime minister of 
England. Moreover, there is certain to be 
a reaction sooner or latef in his favor, epeci- 
ally when it is realged that if he has been 
léd to resign it has been not s0 much on ac- 
count of his differences with Lord Kitchener, 
as to the persisterit hostility against him- 
self and his wife on the part of that par- 
ticular element of the English great world 
which influences the army administration, 
the government, and even the crown.

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PROBLEMS OF UNIVERSE 
BEYOND POWER OF MAN. 


Prof. Darwin Says Riddles of Stel- 

lar System Will Remain to _: 

Humble His Pride Through- 
‘out All Time. ° 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 31.~The great 
unsolved probléms of tife universe will re- 
main unsolyed for millions of years in the 
opinion of Prof. Darwin, president of the 
British Association on Celestial Evolution. 
In an address. today on “Celestial Evolu- 
tion "’ before the association, in session here, 
he said man had discoveted many wonderful 
things, but declared that the undiscovered 
will remain throughout all time to humble 
his pride, 

After stating his opinion that the stellar 
system, is the result of evolution, Prof Dar- 
win said that if at every mom r* since the 
birth of the moon tidal friction a. vays had 
been at work in such a way as to produce the 
greatest possible effect, we should find that 
60,000,000 years: would be consumed in this 
portion of evolutionary history. The true 
period must be*much greater, and it did not 
seem unreasonable to suppose that 1,000,000,- 
000 years might have elapsed since the birth 
of the moon. Such an estimate would not 
seem extravagant to geologists. Pure geol- 
ogy pointed to some period between 50,000,000 
and 1,000,000,000 years. Thus they did not 
find an hing. which rendered.the tidal 
theory of evolution untenable. . 

Dealing with the different estimates of the 
physicists and the geologists, Prof. Darwin 
said that from a calculation of the sun’s 
total output of heat it seemed to be iImpera- 
tively necessary that the whole history of 
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seme 20,000,000 of years. 
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Shows Power of Radium. 


had been accustomed to tell the geologists 
that they must moderate. their claims, but 
for himself he had always believed that the 
geologists were more nearly correct. And 
now, at length, relief had come to the strained 
relations. between the two parties, for the 
recent marvelous discoveries in physics 
showed that concentration of matter was 
not the only source from which the sun might 
draw its heat. Radium was a substance 
which was perhaps millions of times more 
powerful than dynamite. Thus it was ¢s- 
timated that an ounge of radium would con- 
tain enough power to raise 10,000 tons a mile 
above the earth’s surface. 

Passing on to the wider fields of the stellar 
universe, Prof. Darwin referred to ihe in- 
conceivably vast multitude of stars’and hebu- 
lee revealed by photography. A celestial pho- 
tograph, he said, looked at first like a dark 
sheet of paper splashed with whitewash, but 
further examination showed that there was 
method in the arrangement of the white 
spots. 

Thus there was order of some sort in the 
heavens, and it was possible to obtain general 
ideas as to the succession of events in stel- 
lar evolution. The conviction was forced 
on them that the wispy clouds represented 
the earliest stage of development, the more 
condensed nebule a later stage, and the 
stars themselves the last stage. Change was 
obviously in progress every where. 
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Will Humble Pride Always. 


In copclusion Prof. Darwin said: 

‘* We have seen that it is possible to trace 
the solar system back to a primitive nebula 
with some degree of confidence, and that 
there is reason to believe that the stars in 
general have originated in the same manner, 
But such primitive nebule standin as much 
need of explanation as their stellar offspring. 
Thus, even if we grant the exact truth of 
these theories, the advance towards an ex- 
planation of the universe remains miserably 
slight. 

‘* Man is but a microscopic being relatively 
to astronomical space, and he lives on a puny
